Many ugly rushes occurred and vio- 


>ent altercations took place also in the 
chamber of deputies. 


The greatest dfcmostration took place 


last evening. Fully twenty thousand 
persons 
took 
part, jt being 
or- 


ganized by liic sUiuums. A recount u 
was adopted upon ihe Holy Synod to ex- 
communicate any person who trans- 
lated the gospels into Greek a* now 
spoken. Eight hundred marines were 
landed and co-operated with the troops 
in patrolling the locality. Several col- 
lisions occurred and occasional shots 
were fired. The students still hold ths 
university buildings. 


During the demonstration following 


the asetnblage several shots were fired 
at M. Thectokis, the Greek premier, but 
•without effect. 


During the encounters between tbe 


military and the turbulent demon- 
strators, seven persons we.-e killed, 80 
were severely an'1 many otters were 
slightly wounded. 


Great excitement prevails. 
Strong 


military detachments guard tbe palace 
and the residence of the premier. 
Everywhere anxious groups are dis- 
cussing the situation. Heart-rending 
scenes occurred when tbe bodies of the 
dead were handed over to their rela- 
tives.

Kingsley Cases at Greenfield 


The cases of Gertrude Kingsley and 


Warren

a<3n«'in|istra,tor,

Kingsley, -who were kitted In an ac- 
cident at Hoosac Tunnel January 11, 
1901, 
were begun in the- superior court 


at Greenfield yesterday. Archie Kings- 
ley was engineer and Orrin Kingsley 
fireman on the train. There was evi- 
dence to show that the drivers of the 
engine, the tender and cars of the train 
•were on the main line, while the pony 
truck was on the "Y" at the time of 
the accident. The 
fireman 
jumped 


from the engine was struck by the 
tender and then killed. The engineer 
was thrown and caught by the steps 
of the tender and then run over by 
the oars. Greene and Davenport ap- 
pear for the plaintiffs and Judge Bas- 
sett of Northampton and -Winn -and 
Griswold for the company. The case 
is being fought step by step. Dr. F. D. 
Ca.nedy, the medical examiner, who 
was called to interview the bodies at 
the time of the accident, was the first 
witness and testified as to th* nature 
of the injuries received by the men. 
C. W. Clapp of Greenfield testified as 
to the condition of the track after 
the accident. There was evidence that 
the ties were defective and several 
were put In as evidence. Several rail- 
road employes testified. The hearing 
will be continued 'today.

Buskin in hia "Essay on War" says: 


"It is wholly inconceivable to me how 
well educated princes who ought to be of 
•11 gentlemen the gentlest and of all no- 
bles the most generous and whose title of 
royalty means only their function of do- 
ing every man 'right'—how these, I say, 
throughout history should so rarely pro- 
nounce themselves on the side of the poor 
and of justice, but continually maintain 
themselves and their own interests by op- 
pression of the poor and by wresting of 
justice, and how this should be accepted 
as so natural that the word 'loyalty,' 
which means faithfulness to law, is used i 
«• if It were only the duty of a people to " 
'be loyal te their king and not the duty of 
• king to be infinitely more loyal to his 
people, 


"How it comes to pass that a sea cap- 


tain will die with his passengers and lean 
over the gunwale to give the parting boat 
its course, but that a king will not usual- 
ly die with, much less for, his passengers 
—thinks :t rather incumbent on his pas- 
sengers-in any number to die for him? 
Think, I beseech you, of the wonder of 
this. 


"The sea captain, not captain by divine 


right, but only by company's appoint- 
ment; not a man of royal descent, but 
only a,plebeian who can steer; not with 
the eyes of the world upon him, but with 
feeble chance, depending on one poor 
boat, of his name being ever heard above 
the wash of the fatal waves; not with the 
cause of n nation resting on his act, but 
helpless to save so much.as a child from 
among the lost crowd with whom he re- 
solves to be lost, yet goes down quietly to 
his grave rather than break his faith to 
those few emigrants. 


"But your captain by divine right, your 


captain with the hues of a hundred 
shield* of kings upon bis breast, your 
captain whose every deed, brave or base, 
Will be illuminated or branded forever be- 
fore nnescapable eyes of men, your cap- 
tain whose every thought and act are 
beneficent or fatal from sun rising to set- 
ting, blessing-as the sunshine or shadow- 
ing a* the night—this captain as you find 
him in history for the most part thinks 
only how he may tax his passengers and 
•it at most ease in his cabin."

A. DINNEE FOR FOUR. 


-JlCKENS WAS THE GUEST AND TH£ 


BUTT OF THE PARTY. 


•b« 4 other Compelled to LUtea to 
QuotatloM From Hk* "American 
\otes." Wfclc* HU Katertalaen All 
Carried I» Tkelr Pocket*. 
"I recollect a little dinner for four that' 
as giren in 1SG8 at the old Delmouico 
lace in Fourteenth street, New York," 
»;id one of the veterans among Washing- 
tm clubmen. "I was not a participant in 
'hat dinner, being not much more than a 
>nd at the time, but with three other 
j-ouug chaps «f my own age I watched 
and overheard the fun from a nearby 
table. 
•'Charles Dickens was the central figure 


(u this feed for four. It was after he had 
made his second lecturing tour of the 
United State*. You will recall how he rip- 
ped this country up the back in his 
'American Nates,' published after he had 
made us bis first visit in 1842 and how 
cheap he felt over that book for the re- 
mainder of his life. He felt particularly 
cheap when he came back to us in 18CS, 
and we poured coals of fire upon bis head 
by giving him a splendid reception. He 
declared privately at that time that his 
'American Notes' and the digs at the 
United States contained in 'Martin Chnz- 
ilewit' had beea 'the merest very youth- 
ful frothing at the mouth,' to employ his 
own words, aud at a big dinner giv«.n to 
him by the newspaper men on bis return 
to New York from, his last lecturing tour 
he gallantly and, I believe, sincerely took 
back everything he had ever written 
about this country and made an especial 
arrangement with his publishers that the 
speech of apology which he made on this 
occasion should forever be included as an 
appendix to the 'American Notes' and 
'Martin Chuztlewit." He found things 
very different here in 1868 from what he 
had found them in 1842, of course, but 
for all that there can be no doubt that 
Dickens was extremely sore upon himself 
for ever having held this country up to 
ridicule in the incisive, masterly but un- 
just manner with which he performed 
that job. 
"Well, this little dinner for four that I 


started to tell you about was a purely in- 
formal affair, and it was given to Dick- 
ens by three famous New York wits- 
Lawrence Jerome, more affectionately 
known to his friends as Larry; the bril- 
liant Charley Osborrte and the finest wit 
of a generation that is gone, William Tra- 
vers, the raconteur. Dickens knew these 
three men well, and he was very fond of 
them all. He reveled in a little dinner 
like this. He was a heavy eater and a 
much heavier drinker, and be loved tc sit 
around the right kind of a table sur- 
rounded by bright men until all hours. 


"Jerome, Travers and Osborne quizzed 


and chaffed Dickens unmercifully from 
the moment that they sat down, and 
when the dinner was well under way they 
got together and hurled broadsides of 
good natured guying at the great novelist. 
Dickens took it all like a major. He 
could stand a guying better than any 
Englishman, great or little, that I ever 
met. Most of them are liable to get sore 
and surly under such circumstances. 
Dickens, figuratively speaking, placed 
both hands up and took it all in good part 
and roared over their sallies with obvious 
enjoyment 


"They were attacking him about his 


'American Notes.' This dinner took place 
not long after his apology for that book 
to the press folk, and so the three knew 
that they had him; that he had to take it 
as they gave it to him. 
, 


"For instance, Dickens started to tell 


them what a delightful place he had 
found a certain western city to be. The 
stuttering Travers suddenly pulled a copy 
of 'American Notes' out of his pocket, 
ruffled over the leaves and found the page 
and began to read in bis halting, sing- 
song fashion the awful lambasting that 
Dickens bad given that selfsame city in 
his book about the United States. Dick- 
ens bid his face with his napkin and then 
ducked his head under the table like a 
schoolboy. 


"After awhile, when Dickens probably 


thought the roasting was all over, he 
started in to tell them what >a superb 
pjace Washington promised to be in the 
course of the next fifty years. He was 


I' oncoming quite eloquent on this topic 
[«wnen Larry Jerome pulled out of his 
"pocket his own copy'of 'American Notes,' 
brought along for the occasion, and began 
to read with an indescribably humorous 
drawl the extraordinary staff that Dick- 
ens bad written about the capital in 1842. 
Dickens shook his head sadly and made 
deprecatory gestures with his hands, but 
it was no use. Jerome went right on 
reading aloud the part in which Dickens 
declared Washington to be n sort of mo- 
rass, a city of magnificent intention! in- 
stead of a city of magnificent distances, 
and so on, until the novelist bowed his 
head in bis hand with pretended grief. 


"The three chaffers all of a sudden be- 


came serious, and Dickens, who had a 
tendency to become grandiloquent as the 
wine went round, fell in with this mood 
of theirs, glad probably to believe that he 
was to be guyed no •more. He drifted into 
some rather fine topic, 1 forget what it 
was, and in something less than no time 
he was discoursing like any Cicero or De- 
mosthenes, while the three wits pretend- 
ed to hang upon his utterances with open 
mouths. 


"Then when Dickens had reached a so- 


norous period Charley Osborce suddenly 
reached into his colt pocket, pulled out 
his own private copy of 'American Notes,' 
turned to a page where- the leaf was turn- 
ed down, solemnly rose in his place and 
motioned for silence and began tc read 
with a splendid mimicry of the voice anil 
gestures of a tragedian from Dickens' de- 
scription of the falls-of .Niagara, You 
will remember that while that's a pretty 
good piece of writing.it's considerably 
overdone, as Dickens himself confessed 
afterward. It's high falutin', what you'd 
call 'dem'd fine writinV 


"Well, the effect wa» very funny. Os- 


borne and Travecs and Jerome rumpled 
up their hair and. pretended to be in 
ecstacies over the beauties of the descrip- 
tion as poured forth in Osborne's deep, 
resonant bass, and they scowled horribly 
at Dickens when the novelist leaned back 
in his seat and bowled with mirth. He 
was purple from laughter. 


"The four were still having a deuce of 


a time when Dickens' manager appeared 
and literally dragged the novelist to fulfill 
his lecturing engagement that evening."— 
Washington Star.

Three of the remaining boats surren- 
dered, and the other three made for the 
banks of the river, where most of tha 
troops escaped, including the insurgent 
general. About the middle of Decam- 
ber, 1899, an important land battle took 
place at La Laja, on the banks of the 
El Pernlcnso river, in the department 
of Santauder, in which 24,000 men were 
engaged, Uie government troops out- 
numbering the insurgents by 4000. A 
short and desperate engagement on this 
occasion resulted in the complete rout 
of the government forces.

POSSIBLE SETTLEMENT 


Of Differences Between Moroc- 
co Workmen and Employers 


ARBITBATOKS TAKE i HAND 


Eaeh Side t« Make An»w«r Tonight 


to au Agrewasat Affecting One Fac- 
tory, but Having a Dlr«ct Bearing 
on Nearly All the Lynn Shops 


Lynn, Mass., Nov. 22.— The big mo- 


rocco strike in this city. which has been 
ID progress for a week in a number of 
the factories and affects over 1000 


men, 
appears at least within a measur- 


able distance of settlement. 


Only four morocco factories so far are 


directly affected, but a settlement of 
the trouble now ;. nder consideration will 
hare a direct bearing on all the morocco 
shops in the city. A plan of settlement 
•was drawn up last night and sub- 
rail t«d to tho manufacturers and mem- 
bers of the Morocco Workers' union fo'- 
consideration, the matter of its adop- 
tion to be taken up at a meeting this 
even in?. 


So far the strike only extends to the 


•taking, beaming and glazing depart- 
ments of the factories of Thomas A. 
Kelloy & Co.. Pevear & Co., the Weber 
leather company and A, B. Hoffman, 
but it is of sufficient intensity to cripple 
temporarily most ^of the otiter depart- 
ments, so that work has in. part been 
suspended and the factory of Kelley <fe 
Co., 
where nearly 300 hands are em- 


ployed, has shut down entirely, with the 
exception of the shipping department. 


The trouble began in Ihe Kelley fac- 


tory, when the management laid off 
temporarily a number of workmen, 
which action was resented by the Mo- 
rocco Workers' union, who ordered out 
the men in the other departments. The 
strike spread to the other factories men- 
tioned., The Eastern Kid company was 
also sl'f htly affected. 


The state board of arbitration and 


conciliation took the matter op and suc- 
ceeded m bringing the manufacturers 
.ind a committee of the Morocco Work- 
ers' union together yesterday for anear- 
ing with n view to settlement, the hear- 
in? lasting t>% hears. The matters in 
dispute were rehearsed in detail, but ow- 
lug to the large interests involved, it 
was decided to discuss the trouble at 
the Kelley factory oaly, with the under- 
standing that a settlement of the tronblt 
there was expected to apply to all the 
others. Tbomts A. Kelley was heavd 
in his own behalf and claimed that Ihe 
.fault was not entirely on his side for the 
reason that the bcnrasters liad broken 
their agreement with his firm. The 
committee of the union "was also heard. 
Waldo -L. Pevear, of the firm of Pevenr 
& Co., spoke en the trouble at the 
Kelley factory, and in favor of the pro- 
prietors. 


Finally it was decider! to enter into an 


agreement between the Morocco Work- 
ers' union and Thomas A. Kellpy & Co., 
to the effect that the men would return 
to work and that- the concern should 
have the right to discharge and hire its 
own men, but should not discriminate 
against members of the union or its com- 
mittee; also that any matter in dispute 
should be referred to a temporary com- 
mittee and in the event of no settlement, 
that the matter should be referred to the 
state board of arbitration for flnal ad- 
justment, witft the understanding that 
no strike- was to be ordered in the mean- 
time. 


Copies of the agreement were given 


to the manufacturers present, and also 
to the union committee, to be cousidered 
for 24 hours. 


It is by no means certain that a set- 


tlement will be reached tonight, but 
the members of the state board are hop- 
ing for the best Should they be un- 
successful, there is a bare possibility of 
the strike extending to the otber mo- 
rocco factories in th» city.

Governor Removes Pittsburg's 


"Mayor" From Office 


A GAIN FDB SENATOR FLINN 


Who Led tb« Anti-Quay Forces la 


the Political Battle la tho Keyston^ 
State—Governor Denies That lie 
Has Senatorial A»plr»tlon» 


Harrlsburg, Nov. 22.—Governor Stone 


removed Recorder A. M. Brown of Pitts- 
burg last night and appointed in his 
place J. O. Brown, ex-director of public 
safety. 


The second class city charter bill 


passed by the last legislature and 
known as ths "Pittsburg ripper bill'' 
abolished the office of mayor and gave 
"the governor power to appoint a recorder 
who would be the chief executive officer 
of tbe city. The governor at that time 
appointed A. M. Brown to the office. 


In a lengthy statement issued last 


night addressed to "the people of Pitts- 
burg" the governor gives his reasons for 
making the present change. He says 
that he appmted Recorder A. M. 
Drown, who was under no political ob- 
ligations to any party or faction; that 
Brown has removed a large number of 
office holders against the governor's 
protest, and that in order to prevent 
further removals there is nothing for 
him to do but to remove tbe present 
recorder and appoint a man "who will 
not remove capable and efficient men for 
political reasons." 


The governor denies that he has se- 


cured promises that he shall succeed 
Senator Quay or thac he has received 
the pledges of any persons to support 
him fof United States senator. 


The new recorder is a political lieu- 


tenant of State Ssnator Flinn, formerly 
leader of the anti-Quay Republican or- 
ganization in Pennsylvania, and is 
chairman of the Pittsburg Republican 
city committee. He was dismissed re- 
cently by his predecessor from the office 
of director of public safety. Senator 
Flinn has since been working to secure 
the removal of A. M. Brown and the ap- 
pointment of J. O. Brown as his suc- 
cessor. 


Thomas S. Bigelow of Pittsburg, a 


friend of Senator Quay, was in Harris- 
burg yesterday to prevail upon the gov- 
ernor net to remove Eecorder Brown, 
but the governor did not see him. At- 
torney General Elkin said last oi^ht 
that he was not In sympathy with ;t 
and does not approve of Recorder 
Brcwn's removal, and that the govern ir 
has assumed the responsibility .and 
acted in the matter on his own judg- 
ment Mr. Elkin declined to discuss a 
rumor that he would resign from Gov- 
ernor Stone's cabinet. 


Senator Flinn and his friends sup- 


ported the regular Republican state 
ticket In the recent campaign and have 
long co-operated with certain po- 
litical adherents of Governor Stone in 
Alleghany county.

The use of a chemical ex- 
tinguishing powder will be another 
step in the same direction, and the fact 
that the powder is made up in. the 
form of small balls or large pills, to 
be shot at the flre from 'the cannon, 
will enable ua to treat tires as we do 
disease—with a pill.

Biinjj luprovid by Rutland Rtad 


The Rutland railroad, which recently 


acquired the Chatham and Lebanon 
Valley railroad, is making many im- 
provements, straightening the line and 
doing other things that make it evi- 
dent that it meant business when it 
said that the road would be made part 
or a through line from New York to 
Montreal. 


A party of surveyors and engineers 


are now at work making a survey of 
the proposed short route from North 
Bennington to a point on the line of 
the Chatham and Lebanon Valley di- 
vision in the town of Hoosick. The 
distance is about three miles, and the 
"cut-off" route will be used by the 
Rutland road in handling the through 
trams. As soon as it is completed it 
is understood that the line from Ben- 
nington that now runs around the 
base o<f Mt. Anthony -will be entirely 
done away with. There will be quite 
a deep fill on the spur, and one bridge 
over the Walloomsac. A bridge engi- 
neer has been on the ground this week 
making plans and measurements. The 
grade will be comparatively slight, and 
a well known railroad man says that 
the cut off ought to be completed 
within four months after the work Is 
fairly commenced. A distance of some 
nine miles travel, besides the steep 
grades and sharp curves, will be saved

ment submitted to the stockholders by 
the directors in the matter of the con-

turns with its load, the coal may run 
short 
quite" *a "antomber 
of pounds, 


caused by the accumulation of mud, 
dampness, etc. which has adhered to 
the wagon. 


Then the way of delivering small or- 


ders is not satisfactory as the team- 
ster has to divide his load into half 
and quarter tons as evenly as he can, 
and, though the deajer be perfectly 
honest it is impossible for each man to 
get exactly what he buys. With the 
bag system there can be no feai of 
short weight, each bag being \> 
.iecl 


separately and weighs 102 pounds, coal 
100 pounds, bag 2 pounds; 20 bags in 
a ton, 10 in a half and, 5 in a quarter. 


This method^ does away with all shov 


eling and scattering of the coal when 
delivered loose to the consumer. 


This system is almost universally 


used in the large cities but as yet the 
oniy dealer to adopt it here is J. W.

I have been requested to answer tte 


following inquiry, which comes from a 
clergyman in Fayetteviile, N. C., wrote j 
Professor Harry Thurston Peck, editor , 
of Toe Bookman, in the New York Jour- j 
nal: 
j 


"What are the best six books, sup- 


posing that an intelligent and fairly edu- 
cated person could have but six books?" 


This limitation in the number of books , 


makes the selection difficult because the | 
list is not intebded for some particular 
individual whose tastes and interests one 
is supposed to be familiar with, but a list 
which one could confidently recommend 
to any person whatever who is "intelli- 
gent and fairly educated." What, then, 
are the best six books? 


If we take very high ground in this 


matter and select the six books which 
hare in all probability done the most to 
influence human thought and, therefore, 
human action throughout the centuries 
and of which the power seems destined 
to endure, the task of selection, perhaps, 
is not so very difficult. 


In choosing them, however, one must 


obviously restrict himself to those books 
which hare had the greatest effect upon 
western 
civilization, 
excluding those 


which belong altojether, or nearly so, to 
the east. 
Thus, the sayings of Confu- 


cius and the sacred books of India, while 
they are of immense interest and impor- 
tance, lie outside the concern of an occi- 
dental reader. 


So, too, the Koran, in spite of all that 


it means to the millions who still follow 
the teachings of the prophet, baa no ap- 
propriate place here. The following are, 
I think, the books which, in one way or 
another, have most profoundly affected 
the development of western civilization 
in its different phases: 


1. The Bible. 2. Homer'* "Odyssey." 3. Aris- 


totle's "Ethics and Politics." 4. Bacon'g "Novum 
Organum." 5. Rousseau'i "Social and Political 
Tretlises." 6. Darwin'i "Origin of Species." 


In the foregoing list I fancy that noth- 


ing requires explanation, except, perhaps, 
Homer's "Odyssey." Many persons would 
say at once that the "Odyssey" hardly de- 
serves inclusion in such a list, since from 
the point of literature alone it is supposed 
to be inferior to the "Iliad," while from 
any other point of view it would seem to 
be altogether out of place. ' 


These assertions, however, would be in- 


correct. In the first place, the "Odyssey" is 
in reality a finer piece of literature than 
the "Iliad," and, in the second place, from it 
rather than from the "Iliad" conies the 
great stream of literary and semipbila- 
sophical tradition which is trawaH* in 
Virgil and the later Latin poets, 
ID 


Dnnte, in Spenser and in Milron. 


The six books named ahore, howerer, 


represent a sort of council of perfection. 
They are the most remarkable six books 
that can be gathered together. 
Yet I 


doubt whether any person, if he were re- 
stricted to six books for the rest of hia 
life, would wish the six just named. I 
know, for one, that I should not. 


To make any other list, however, is like 


firing' a gun in the dark or like prescrib- 
ing for a patient whom you bare never 
seen. You may possibly hit the target 
with the gun, and you may possibly cure 
the patient with the prescription, but the 
chances in either case are very much 
against you. 


So, if you recommend six books as rep- 


resenting supreme excellence, each after 
its own kind, very likely half the persons 
who happen to read the list will admit 
the excellence, but will say that they 
want excellence of a different sort. 


For even the casual person has gen- 


erally some sort of mental bias or other. 
One has a taste for history, another for 
science, another for religions reading, an- 
other for fiction. Here is the sort of list 
that wise and good men usually make up 
when they are recommending books to 
other people: 


1. The Bible. 2. Dante's "Divine Comedy." 3. 


Shakespeare's plays. 4. Milton's "Paradise Lost." 
6. Plutarch's "Lives." «. "Pilgrim's Progress." 


This is, of course, a perfectly prepos- 


terous list, and if a man had only these 
six books there would be at least three of 
them whose covers he would never open, 
except, perhaps, in pressing wild flowers. 
Suppose, however, we attempt to make a 
selection of six books all of which would 
be well worth any man's reading, no mat- 
ter what his individual tastes might be. 
Here they are: 


1. The BiW«. 2. Shakespeare's plays. 8. Buc- 


kle's "Hirtory of Civilization." 4. J. R. Green's 
"History of the English People," 6. Matthew Ar- 
nold's Essays. 6. Taine's "English Literature." 


That, I think, is a pretty good list. 


Yet, 
after all, the personal equation 


comes in so strongly as to make one very 
cautious and the reverse of dogmatical in 
his selection. One thing, perhaps, is well 
worth noting. " 


• I doubt whether any work of fiction 
should properly be included among the 
eix books that might be chosen to last 
one all his life, for, while many works of 
fiction can be read and reread with inter- 
est perhaps a ecore of times, they would 
almost certainly he exhausted sooner than 
books that are either religions, historical 
or philosophical. 


Nevertheless, assuming that a person 


cared for nothing except fiction and wish- 
ed to take into exile six volumes only, I 
should recommend the following: 


1. Scott's "Ivanhoe." 2. Balzac's "Woman of 


Thirty." S. Thackeray*! "Pendennta." «. Flau- 
bert's "Madame Bovary." 5. Dickens' "Martin 
Chuzzlenit." & Kipling's "Plain Tales From th« 
Bills." 


Personally, if I were myself to be im- 


prisoned and to be required to select six 
books which would hare to be my only 
reading for the rest of my life, I should 
select the following: 


L The Bible. 2. Bacon's Essays. 8. J. R. 


Green'* "History of the English People." 4. Ten- 
nyson's Poem!;. 5. Buckle's "History of Civiliza- 
tion." 
6. George Moore'st "Confessions of • 


Young Man."

Th« real opening of the municipal 


campaign for North Adams comes to- 
night when the republican caucuses 
will be held in all the wards. The 
democrats 
will caucus 
to morrow 


night, and then there will be a few 
days of rest for the public while the 
political managers and delegates get 
things straighten^ out for the two 
party conventions that wiH be held 
next Friday at the same hour in ad- 
joining rooms of the district court, the 
republicans meeting in the court room 
proper while th« democrats will gather 
in Clerk Cady'a office to transact their 
business. 


Both the public and the active pol- 


iticians are now agreed that the work 
of selecting the two candidates for 
mayor has already been done. The 
caucuses will ratify the work cut out 
for them, there 
will be the usual 


amount of eulogy and oratory at the 
nominating conventions, and Mayor 
Wilkinson and Candidate Mack will 
be free to resume the campaign that 
must necessarily drag a little between 
now and next Friday night. 


The sort of campaign that will fol- 


low has been outlined already. Mayor 
Wilkinson 'will stand upon his excel- 
lent 
record. He has accomplished 


much in the way of debt reduction 
and tax reduction, while at the same 
time keeping the important work of 
adding something in th» way of per- 
manent road work and systematic 
sewer construction each year: Those 
things will be emphasized, and they 
will be made more attractive still to 
the tax payers by the promise the may 
or makes of a much greater reduc- 
tion of the debt the coming year. 


Mr. Mack has already raised the 


question of how 
public 
franchises 


should be granted, complains of ex- 
travagances of various kinds since 
the inauguration of the city govern- 
ment, wfll try the rather difficult oou- 
ble role of calling for greater econ- 
omy and at the same time demand- 
ing grade crossing abolishment® that 
would lead the citytinto expenditures 
that would cause it* to exceed the debt 
limit, and appeals for labor union sup- 
port on the promise of a more liberal 
interpretation of the eight hour law. 


With these issues to urge and the va- 


riations the candidates will give them 
as the campaign progresses, there is 
likely to be little new or -surprising in 
the campaign. 


A Factions I Contest Tonight 


But though the mayoralty campaign 


is so well laid out in advance, there 
is to be no lack of excitement at the 
caucuses tonight, for there is a fac- 
tional contest—evidently for the con- 
trol of the party machinery— that is 
likely to bring out the voters in large 
numbers. 


The contest against the city commit- 


tee ticket is being led by Deputy Sher- 
iff John Parker, who has prepared op 
position tickets in many if not all the 
wards. Mr. Parker has raised a cry 
against the "Proctor Thayer regime" 
but Mr. Thayer says he is not the is- 
sue, it is understood that the dele 
gates on both tickets will be for the 
re-nomination of 
Mayor Wilkinson, 


but in many cases they will stand for 
different candidates for the council or 
assessor. The real fight however, will 
be over the members of the city com- 
mittee. 


Caodidate* For the Council 


The retiring members of the council 


this year are: Sykes, ward 1; Craswell, 
ward 2; Whitaker, ward 6; and Perry, 
ward 7, all republicans; and Ladam, 
ward 2; Broderick, ward 4; and Rice, 
ward 5, democrats. 


On the republican side it js almost 


impossible to discover a candidate on 
the eve of the caucuses. There may 
be some who are planning to run if 
they get the proper delegation in their 
wards tonight, but there are few or no 
avowed candidates in the field. 


Two of the 
retiring republicans, 


Sykes and Craswell, will not be can- 
didates again, and Messrs. Whitaker 
and Perry are not more than passive 
candidates, if they even occupy that 
position. John A. Kice m«y be made 
the republican candidate in ward 5 if 
he will accept. 
T. A. Mort is men- 


tioned in 4. 


On the democratic side the situation 


!s different, for there are candidates in 
every ward except ward 1, and in some 
there are more than one candidate.

WHERE RED TAPE HURTS 


The Stringent Meat Inspec- 
tion L.aw is Driving Farmer 


Trade from the City 


NEW YORK & VERMONT FARMERS

The meat inspection law, which has 


been, many times spoken of in this 
paper, is causing trouble in more ways 
than one. it has been considered that 
the only ones to suffer were the farm- 
ers and meat dealers who sell meat in 
this city, they being obliged to have 
theijr animals inspected at the time 
of slaughter and ihe carcasses brand- 
ed by the inspector in order to make 
It legal for them to offer the meat for 
sale. The great inconvenience caused 
by this law has been repeatedly point- 
ed out, and most people have feu that 
the law is too stringent, causing an- 
noyance and expense far beyond what 
is necessary to protect the 
public 


against the dangers of unwholesome 
meat. 


But it develops that the trouble 


caused the farmers and meat deal- 
ers is not all. As is'well understood, 
a 
large amount of meat should be 


brought to this city, from Vermont 
and New York states, as there always 
has been in th« past, until this law 
was passed, which makes the produc- 
ers of meat in those states more trou- 
ble than they care to put up with'. The 
result is that they have sought other 
markets in which to dispose of their 
products and as people are very apt 
to buy in the markets where they sell, 
the* effect of this law is to divert a 
large amount of trade from this city, 
The farmers of Pownal, Petersburg, 
Berlin, Hoosick and Bennington, who 
find that "they cannot sell their pork, 
lambs 
and beef here without 
an 


amount of red tape to which they 
will not submit, have found markets 
elsewhere that Will take their meat 
without fuss an* feathers and they 
are taking their products and spending 
their money there. Clothing and other 
necessaries can be bought in Troy. Hoo 
sick Falls and other places and the 
farmers have come to the conclusion 
that if their meat is not good enough 
for North Adams their money is not. 
The result is a falling ofl in trade here 
that is very 
noticeable to th1 mer- 


chants, who are by no means pleased 
with the situation 


The board of health senses the sit- 


uation and regrets it, but says that 
the law, while plainly obnoxious, must 
be enforced while 
on the statute. 


books. In view- of the trouble and 
dissatisfaction which it 
is creating 


the board is ready to co-operate with 
the citizens for the repeal or amend- 
ment of the law, the need of which is 
clearly recognized by all sensible men. 
For this reason the board of health in- 
vites all business men of the city and 
others who may be interested to at- 
tend the ^neeting of the board 'at the 
city hall next Monday evening, when 
an agitation for the repeal or modi- 
fication 
of the law will be begun. 


There is no doubt that the law is es- 
pecially detrimental to this city, which 
is located so near two other states 
from which a large supply of its meat 
has been drawn, and if anything can 
be done to secure relief it ought to 
be done at once. There are merchants 
in this city who say that they have 
lost much trade since the inspection 
law went into effect, and there can be 
no question that this is so. If farmers 
are to be forced into Hoosick Falls 
and Troy markets it is too much to 
exepct that this city can offer in- 
ducements that will bring them her« 
to spend the money they get for their 
products. 
And this is not the only 


drawback. The law is shutting out of 
the city large quantities of the best 
meat produced in the country and com 
pelling the 
people to take 
western 


meat in its place, and this in itself is 
a grave objection. 


The business men of the city should 


turn out in force next Monday and 
unite with the board of health in seek, 
ing relief from a law which, so far 
as this city is concerned, at least, is 
doing more harm than good.
